Ap hides have numerous enemies, esp ecial­ 
ly active ones being the caterp illars of 
the lady bird, the lacewing fly, etc. A 
lady bird caterp illar will devour forty or 
fifty daily.

SIMPLY A MASSACRE. 


PARTICULARS OP THE SLAUGHTER 
OF NEGROES AT CARROLLTON. 


T he F lo o r o f the Court* Hoom F lo o d ed 
w ith 
the Bloo« l o f the P a n lc -M rurk 
C olored T eople — T w o S tories o f the 
W ay {he F irin g C om m en ced . 


New Ohi.kans, March 11).—The corre­ 
spondent disoatched by The T im esDem ocrat 
to Carrollton, Miss., gives tho following ac­ 
count of Thursday's slaughter: The trouble 
grew out of an assault made by Ed Brown, 
a negro, on a friend of J. M. Liddell, a 
prominent young lawyer, 
Tho latter went 
to see Brown about tho affair and Brown 
answered insolently. 
Liddell attempted to 
strike him, but was prevented by friends. 
The version of subsequent events given 
by white people is that*Ed Brown anti his 
brotht?r 
C ha ri« s and their friends lay 
in 
wait for Liddell, placing themselves » ohind 
trow in the street. 
Liddell saw them and 
walking up to Ed Brown asked what tin 
preparations wore for. 
The latter replied 
by cursing Liddell, who struck him with his 
fist, whereupon 
the 
ambushed 
negroes 
opened fire on tho lawyer. 
Liddell drew his 
weapon and returned tho fire and some ot 
his friends coming up engaged in the melee. 
Liddell was wounded in tho arm and thigh 
and both Browns received slight wounds. 
The negroes’ version of the fight is that 
Liddell was the aggressor and tired tii%t 
All parties were arrested and a day set for 
trial. * 
Meantime the Brown brothers had organ­ 
ized, their friends armed them with double- 
barrel shot-guns, and said that they were 
able to take care of themselves 
When the 
trial came off the court-room contained only 
a few white men, but was crowded with 
negroes. 
Tho latter were aggressive and 
had caused the arrest of a large number of 
white people who were not connected with 
the fight. 
The trial was proceeding, whon 
suddenly a tram p of m any feet was heard 
in the hall, and 100 white men, all armed 
with rifles, entered the large courtroom. 
Ed Brown hoard them enter, and drawing 
his revolver fired at Liddell, who was oc­ 
cupying a seat 
opposite, 
between 
his 
lawyers. 
This shot was almost instantly 
answered by others, and the firing became 
general 
The above is one account 
The following 
differs in some particulars, and is the story 
of W. W. Liddell, the brother of the man on 
trial, who was present in the court-room 
when the massacre occurred and reached New 
< >rleans Thursday, and late at night gave 
the following account of the affair: 
“The 
first thing I noticed was a young negro man 
get up and go shuffling toward the door. 
He got to the door, looked out, and turning 
around excitedly, beckoned to the other ne­ 
groes to come out. 
They all got up and 
started. 
When the fire opened the negroes 
ran to the windows 
and jumped out. 
The 
first 
firing 
was a 
volley, 
and 
it 
was 
kept 
up 
for 
some 
time. 
It was a regular fusilade. 
My 
broth*t was seated twenty-five feet from me. 
Before I heard a shot I saw Edward and 
Charles Brown pull their pistols. 
The firing 
began immediately on their getting up. The 
negroes were huddled together at the door 
a t thH moment 
Don't know that first shot 
was lire I at my brother. 
The negroes wero 
on the opposite side of tho room, from 
where

sat 
and 
I 
was 
in 
no 
danger. 
1 
did 
not 
see 
any 
one 
who did the shooting on account of tho 
height **f tho benches. 
1 passed the bodies 
of the dead negroes, but did , not look at 
them, as I did not wish to sea them. 
I 
saw the wounded men as they left town, at 
a distance, but recognized none of them. 
I did not see their arms, but heard they had 
Winchesters. ■’ 
Liddell says that during the firing uo 
w hite men who wero in the court-room got 
up, as they were in no danger. 
The effect of tho murderous the on the 
occupants of the crowded court room can be 
imagined 
Those who were not shot down 
before they could recover from the panic, 
rushed to the windows and attempted to es­ 
cape by jumping to the ground, twenty feet 
below. 
Only a few succeeded, these t>eing 
fired a t as they made the leap. 
When the 
smoke of the room cleared away it was dis­ 
covered that ten negroes had been instantly 
killed and that two were mortally wounded 
These two died soon after. 
The wounded numbered seven, two of 
whom were very seriously hurt, besides one 
other badly shot and reported doad. Bay ton 
Hemingway and W alter McCloud juinj>ed 
through a window carrying sash along, the 
former was shot slightly in the head but 
was otherwise unharm ed 
One colored man threw himself out of 
tho window, fell on the brick pavement, 
got up and escaped unhurt 
Whilo he was 
attempting to get out three shots were fired 
at him, two striking the windowsill and 
one passed through the glass. 
Arms wore 
found on the bodies of most of the dead 
negroes. 
In the wall of the court-room ure 
marks of 181 
bullets. 
Blood 
was 
in 
streams on the floor in the court room after 
the shooting. 
The mob then left as quietly 
and quic kly as they came. 
The Time's-Democrat correspondent inter­ 
viewed Governor Lowrey in regard to the 
affair. 
He said the affair, as he was in­ 
formed, did not demand executive action, 
everything being quiet at Carrollton at 
present 
He said his information was that 
the negroes were the aggressors; that Lid­ 
dell's friends had fired only after an attem pt 
had been made on his life.

HEARD FROM 'r.VERY DAY. 


D us k in '* D ifficulty H e re Ives S o m e Y o W 
e l uc i d a t i o n . 


W a s h i n g t o n C i t y , 
March 
10.—Brown 
of Ucorgia spoke about the Duskin resolu­ 
tion Thursday and dovotod his argum ent to 
a considerable extent to the constitutional 
a q>ect of the case. 
Ho concluded that the 
sou a to had no jurisdiction over tho question 
of suspension or removal and in attempting 
to exercise such jurisdiction usurp si an 
authority not conferred upon it hy the con­ 
stitution or laws. 
It had no more right to 
demand of tho president the evidence on 
which he acted or tho reasons for his action, 
than it had to demand of the supremo court 
the reasons for its decisions. 
The closing 
words of the speech wore a reiteration of 
tho argument inado hy other Democratic 
senators, that tho election of Cleveland 
meant a change in the offices. 
Spooner of Wisconsin followed and dis­ 
claimed at the start any partisan bias in 
arguing the question, 
he argued that the 
position taken by tho president on this 
question would enable him to block any 
investigation he did not desire to bo made, 
and then took ui> the legal principles in­ 
volved, claiming that both the power of ro- 
movnl and appointment wore vested in tho 
president and senate acting togother, and 
that what was in 
hi* solo 
discretion, 
absolute, was the power of suspension dur­ 
ing a recess of the senate. 
One source of 
much confusion in this debate, Spooner 
said, was a confounding by the Demo­ 
cratic 
senators, of suspension 
with re­ 
movals. 
A suspension did not mean 
a 
removal. 
It was a very different thing. To 
suspend an officer 
caused a tem porary 
cessation of his functions; to remove caused 
a permanent cessation. 
A suspended officer 
was not not a removed officer, for, if the 
senate refused to confirm his successor the 
suspended man returned to the office. 
The 
supreme court had so decided. 
As to tho tenure of office law, Spooner 
criticised the- president's expression, “in- 
nocuojs desuetude.” 
The term always pro­ 
voked a smile, he said, but there was noth­ 
ing to smile at. 
This was a government of 
law; aud he was sorry the ctiief executive 
of the republic should have used such words 
of any law that stood on the statute books. 
It was a dangerous time when the president 
of the United 8tate*, with an oath regis­ 
tered in heaven, to “take care that the laws 
should be faithfully executed,” should .‘-end 
a 
message 
to 
tho 
senate, 
saying 
that 
a 
statute 
had 
iallen 
into 
harmless disuse. 
How could the people bo 
expected to yield cheerful obedience to the 
statutes when tho lirst citizen of tho repub- 
li • himself charged with their execution*- 
was heafd assorting that a statute could* 
haiii-iles.-dy fall inlo disuse. 
But the presi­ 
dent did not believe his own statem ent—his 
acts had been better than his words—for ho 
had s at in a large number of nominations 
of men to take the places of officers sus­ 
pended by him under tho authority of tha 
very act to which reference has heen made,
